Aid Plan Urged 
By TSTA Head 


Pay Raise Included 


AUSTIN, Tex. (UPI) - A 
$2 billion plan for increasing 
state aid to public schools 
that includes a pay raise 
giving educators a salary 
$500 above the national 
average should be approved 
by the 1975 legislature, 
according to the head of the 
152,000-member Texas State 
Teachers Association. 
“I don’t believe I’ve ever 
seen a better climate for 
recognition of educational 
needs,” Callie W. 
Smith, 
newly 
appointed 
TSTA 
executive secretary, said 
Tuesday in outlining 
the 
plan. 
“We believe the climate in 
our state among the citizens 
and the members of the 
legislature to be one of 
support for improving the 
opportunities available 
in 
our public schools.” 
Smith said the increased 
spending is needed to expand 
Texas’ 25-year-old minimum 
foundation program 
to a 
quality education program. 
In addition to increasing 
teachers’ salaries, the TSTA 
proposal would reduce the 


num ber 
of 
pupils 
per 
teacher; provide state pay 
for more adm inistrators, 
special duty teachers and 
personnel 
such 
as 
librarians; 
spend 
more 
money for com pensatory 
education for disadvantaged 
children; 
expand 
state 
financing 
for 
school 
bus 
operations; and arra n g e 
extra aid for poorer school 
districts. 
The TSTA plan would in­ 
crease minimum pay for 
beginning 
teachers 
an 
average of $2,500 to $8,200 a 
year in 1975-76 and provide 
additional 
raises 
in 
suc­ 
cessive years based in part 
on increases in the cost of 
living. 
“This salary schedule will 
place us some $500 above the 
national 
average,” 
Smith 
said. “Currently we rank 
37th in the nation in the 
average teacher salaries 
paid in this state.” 
Smith said the TSTA also 
will lobby for 30 minute duty 
free 
lunch 
periods 
for 
teachers, an idea he said will 
not cost the state any money.

For Only $70,000 
Gold Bars For Sale

WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
The Treasury Department 
has come up with the ideal 
gift for the person who has 
everything: It will sell 400- 
ounce bars of gold from the 
government's own 
bullion 
stockpile. 
There are, however, at 
least three catches for in­ 
terested holiday gift shop­ 
pers: 
—It will cost about $70,000 
give or take $1,000, depen­ 
ding on how the world 
market reacts to the sale. 
The world price started 
falling in Europe Tuesday 
and was expected to con­ 
tinue going down today. 
—It will be sold at auction 
where 
most 
of the 
par­ 
ticipants will 
be 
savvy 
speculators 
and 
gold 
dealers. 
—The gold won’t go on sale 
until Jan. 6, too late for 
Christmas, six days after it 
becomes legal 
for 
U.S. 
citizens to own it for the first 
time in 40 years. 
The windfall for gold bugs 
was announced Tuesday by 
Treasury Secretary William 
E. Simon. It’s part of the 
planned sale of two million 
ounces from the U.S. stock­ 
pile to help meet expected 
demand when the ban on 
private ownership is lifted 
Dec. 31. 
The secretary said he does 
not expect the government 
offering to significantly 
depress the world market 
price. But his announcement 
of the sale sent gold prices 
plum m eting 
on 
world 
markets. The price of gold 


fell more than $9 to $176.50 
an ounce in London when the 
news cam e just 
before 
trading stopped for the day. 
Americans, free at last to 
legally buy, sell and hoard 


the precious metal, could 
starting Dec. 31 buy enough 
to increase demand for 
imported gold, which could 
adversely affect the U.S. 
balance of payments.

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Courts Report Activity 


A special interim report of 
the Texas Civil Judicial 
Council, released in Austin, 
shows that 157 new cases 
were filed in or appealed to 
the county court of Collin 
County during the first six 
months of 1974. These were 
all probate cases. 
Five of the six justices of 
the peace in the county 
submitted reports to the 
Civil Judicial Council for all 
or a part of the January- 
June, 1974, period. The 
statistics for these courts 
show that a total of 2.340 
cases were filed, including 
2,017 misdemeanor cases 
involving traffic offenses, 
155 non-traffic misdemeanor 
cases and 168 civil cases. 
The municipal court of 
Plano also reported to the

County, Municipal, JP Courts Included 


Council, showing 3,379 cases 
filed, including 3,096 traffic 
cases and 283 non-traffic 
cases for the first six months 
of 1974. 
The municipal court of 
McKinney reported to the 
Council, showing 2,049 cases 
filed, including 1,624 traffic 
cases and 423 non-traffic 
cases for the first six months 
of 1974. 
Statewide there were 254 
constitutional county courts, 
70 county courts at law, 934 
justice of the peace courts, 
and over 1,000 municipal 
courts. While all of the 68 
active statutory county court 
at law judges are licensed 
attorneys, 194 of the judges 


of the 254 constitutional 
county courts are not at­ 
torneys; and of the reporting 
215 municipal court judges 
(located in cities with a 
population 
of 
5,000 
or 
greater) approximately 65 
percent are licensed a t­ 
torneys. 
During the six month 
period a total of 1,716,697 
cases of all types within the 
jurisdictions of the courts 
were filed in or appealed to 
the reporting

In the repor­ 
ting justice of the peace 
courts three percent of the 
traffic cases, 12 percent of

The 
reporting municipal courts 
dismissed 18 percent of the 
traffic cases and 15 percent

Of the criminal cases tried

defendant was convicted in 
99.4 percent of the cases and 
acquitted 
in

During 
this 
period 
313 
defendants were acquitted, 
compared to 51,120 con­ 
victed. This high rate of 
convictions should be viewed 
in relationship to the high 
rate of dismissals prior to 
trial in these same courts to 
obtain 
a true conviction- 
acquittal ratio in the county 
courts. 
The reporting justice of 
the peace and municipal 
courts received $26,454,141 in 
revenue during the six- 
month reporting period, 
which funds were deposited 


in 
the treasury of the 
respective city or county 
served by the courts, except 
for a $2.50 court cost per case 
which was remitted to the

Criminal 
Justice 
Planning Fund. 
Some 137,875 new cases 
were originally filed in or 
appealed to the county 
courts from the municipal 
and justice courts. Criminal 
cases constituted 70 percent 
of this case load, civil cases

less than 0.5 per cent. (Most 
juvenile cases are filed in 
either the district courts or

WASHINGTON (U P I) 
I.ate in 1973, five years after 
discovery of huge new oil 
reserves on Alaska’s Arctic 
coast. Congress voted over­ 
whelmingly to allow private 
construction of a $3 billion 
pipeline to carry the oil 789 
miles to ice-free ports for 
shipment to West Coast 
refineries 
President Nixon signed the 
hill into law three days later, 
on Nov. 16. 
Environmentalists fought 
the trans-Alaska pipeline 
vigorously, 
charging 
it 
would destroy the delicate 
ecological balance of the 
unspoiled Alaskan tundra 
But the Arab oil embargo 
triggered by the October. 
1973, war with Israel dashed 
their 
hopes 
of 
stalling 
construction in Congress and 
the courts 
The way was cleared for 
construction of the 48-inch 
pipeline from Prudhoe Bay, 
across the tundra, over the 
Yukon River and through 
two mountain ranges to the 
port 
of 
Valdez, 
where 
tankers would carry the oil 
to refineries in California 
and Washington state. 
The 
oil 
companies 
promised the pipeline would 
he operating by mid-1977 and 
would reach full capacity of 
2 million barrels a day- lo 
per cent of U.S. needs—by 
1980. 
Today, 
the 
pipe 
lies 
stacked in the frigid Alaskan 
wilderness waiting to 
be 
laid, and the estimated cost 
has risen from $3 billion to 
nearly $5 billion. But the 
Alyeska Pipeline Service 
Co., the construction firm 
formed by the oil companies, 
says the project is right on 
schedule or slightly ahead. 
I he most visible evidence 
of progress is a new, 360- 
mile. 
allweather 
road 
stretching from the Yukon 
River to Prudhoe Bay, built 
in five months by 3,400 men 
working 
from 
both ends.

Sift flour with baking powder and salt. Melt chocolate over 
very low heat; cool. Cream the cheese. Gradually add 
sugar, beating until light and fluffy. Blend in eggs, flour 
mixture, and almond extract. M easure Vfe cup batter and set 
aside. Blend cooled chocolate, nuts, and vanilla into 
rem aining batter. Spread about half the chocolate batter in a 
greased 8-inch square pan. Spoon the m easured cheese 
batter into the pan, spreading carefully with a spatula to 
cover chocolate batter.

Some Aerosol Sprays 
May Cause Disease

W ASHINGTON (U P I) — A 
new 
government 
study 
warns 
that 
aerosol 
an ­ 
tiperspirant 
sprays con­ 
taining zirconium may cause 
lung disease. 
The 
Food 
and 
Drug 
Administration report also 
questions 
whether 
such 
products 
—the 
largest 
selling of which is Procter & 
Gamble’s 
“ Sure” 
— 
are 
really 
any 
better 
odor 
fighters than similar brands 
without zirconium. 
The findings were made by 
an ED A panel reviewing the 
safety and effectiveness of 
antiperspirants as part of 
the agency’s look at over­ 
lie 
counter 
drugs 
and 
cosmetics. The review panel 
stopped short of recom- 
m e n d i n g 
b a n n i n g 
deodorants 
with 
the 
chemical. 


It called a meeting for 
Dec. 
16 
to 
discuss 
the 
situation and make public 
th e 
g o v e r n m e n t ’ s 
preliminary findings. A final 
decision on the matter would 
be up to the PDA, once it 
receives the panel’s 
final 
report. 
The problem with z ir­ 
conium, the report said, is 
that it enters the air in 
minute 
particles 
which 
remain suspended for hours 
and can enter the lungs 
through breathing. 
The metallic element has 
the “ extrem ely serious’’ 
potential of causing an in­ 
flammatory cell reaction in 
the lungs 
which 
causes 
tumors to grow, impairing 
lung capacity. 
The report said not nearly 
enough tests have been con­ 
ducted 
to 
provide 
“ in ­ 
disputable evidence” of such 


growths being caused 
by 
zirconium in the lungs But it 
added: 


“ At 
this point 
the 
analysis ot benefit to risk 
considerations 
lead 
the 
panel to feel that zirconium 
compounds should not 
be 
sold for use in aerosol an­ 
tiperspirants until the ques­ 
tions raised about their 
safety are adequately an­ 
swered.’’ 


Procter & Gamble also 
markets another spray with 
zirconium, “ Secret” , and the 
makers of 
“ A rrid" 
have 
reportedly 
been 
test 
marketing a version of that 
product with the chemical.

Add to the pot some chopped 
celery with tender leaves, sliced onion, chopped carrot, Vi bay leaf, 3 
peppercorns, and other favorite seasonings. Simmer for about 11/2 
hours. Remove bones and carcass from broth and pick off all bits of 
meat. Discard bones. Strain the broth. Refrigerate. Noodles, potatoes, 
or rice are good additions to this basic soup. Serve with a gelatin salad 
and hot biscuits.
